N action brought by Irish Toys 
A and Utilities, Ltd., Pembroke street, 
Tralee, against the /rish 7'tmes, Ltd., 
and against Z7ndependent Newspapers. Ltd., 
Dublin, claiming damages for alleged libel, 
was dismissed. ; 

The plaintiffs stated that they were a 
limited liability company, incorporated in the 
year 1935 for the purpose of manufacturing 
and marketing toys. The defendants, in the 
issue of their respective newspapers of 21st 
May, 1936, published a statement to the effect 
that, under the Gaeltacht. scheme of the 
Department of Lands, a toy factory was to 
be established and would be working in 
September in the disused coastguard station 
at Ely Bay, Belmullet. This decision had 
been come to after inter-departmental con- 
ferences at the Ministry of Education, Mayo 
Vocational Committee co-operating to the 
extent of providing two instructors the first 
year, after which the Department of Lands 
would take full control and market the, pro- 
ducts. Mr. John Peyton, manual instructor, 
Ballina, had been approved by the Depart- 
ment as manager. It was proposed to transfer 
the machinerv 6f the disused toy factory at 
Tralee. Twenty local trainers with a know- 
ledge of Irish would be taken on. 

This publication meant, said the plaintiffs, 
that they had ceased to carry on business ; 
and, as a consequence, their credit and re- 
putation had been greatly injured. 

The defendants denied that the words com- 
plained of were published concerning the 
plaintiffs; and pleaded that they did not bear 
the meaning alleged by the plaintiffs; and 
that they were not a libel.

Sm,—This is f & plea for fair play, 
generosity and honesty in public life. We 
are one people, and though at different shrines 
we prey unto one God, surely in the name 
of His Son, who brushed aside the narrow

We have failed to form 
the Catholic conscience in anything that con- 
cerns Christian duties in civil litical and 
social order.” One wonders if the Churches 
in Ireland are doing their full duty in these 
matters. Could we not get down to soli 
work instead of wasting words in vain coil- 
troversy. The disputants in letters to our 
á Press seem to lack both charity and 
ogic. 

The Rev. Fr. C. C. Martindale, 8.J.. in 
the Catholic Herald of April 9th, writes: 
“The Spaniard is a fierce individualist, hence 
his affinity to Anarchism much rather than to 
Communism. He can live on next to nothing ; 
all he asks is to be let alone. He has no 
smug English vision of material comfortable- 
ness, the mechanised life imposed by Russia 
woul drevolt him; in fact, I would risk say- 
ing that the war between White and Red in 
Spain is unimportant compared with the war 
between Red and Black, which is already 
brewing.” 

Such statements give one pause. One 
is forced to give serious consideration to 
articles recently published in a Dublin news- 
paper. In these articles Irish emigrant iris 
are presented as “ignorant,” “ unreliable, 
‘‘ untruthful,” and “‘dishonest.”’ They all too 
readily give up going to church, and, con- 
sequently, are easily led into the paths of 
immorality. . Have we failed to form a 
Christian conscience, and is our religion one 
of “credulity, sentimentalism, routine and 
irresponsibility"? Are our young Ad le 
left in ignorance of the things that make for 
civil, political, moral and social order? [If 
not, why such conditions? That the con- 
ditions exist we take it on the authority of 
a reputable journalist. No fair-minded man 
can excuse or condone the Spanish atrocities, 
but would—could such a tragedy have been 
enacted in a Spain possessed of a “ Chris- 
tian conscience”? Moscow-bred hatred of 
Christianity has done much evil, but if 
Pagan Naziism the antidote? Does love of 
the Catholic Church inspire Mussolini to 
send one soldier to Spain? And will Chris- 
tian peace and stability be restored to that 
distracted land by the blessing of Allah and 
the help of Mahomet? Just one year i 
Margaret Yeo, writing in “the Catholic 
Herald, quoted the Vicar-General of 
the diocese of Vittoria as saying “— 
“The Partido Nacionalista Bacco 1s 
as Catholic as any other Party.” She also 
mentions the proverb, “To say Basque is to 
say Catholic.” Are Irishmen to-day of a 
race that has fought for liberty through cen- 
ries of sacrifice to cry “ Up, the Moors, 
when Franco’s foreign legionaries march on 
Bilbao to smash Basque autonomy, to con- 
quer a people cut off from a Church to which 
they are loyal, and who are, is sheer self. 
defence, forced to throw in their lot with 
anarchists, Communists and anti-Christian 
Socialists. 

Catch-cries are cheap—‘‘ Anti-God,” “‘ Red 
rabble,’’ etc.—these are mere angry retorts, 
a reasoning man ought to have his facts, and 
not substitute partisan labels for argument. 
Une man has honestly and fearlessly gone to 
the root of the question—the Ven. Archdea- 
con Kelliher, ot Waterford; his speech stood 
out from the rather explosive ez of the 
usual Christian Front meeting, when he said : 
“ Remove those evils that lie at the root of 
social injustice, attack the things that have 
bred Communism elsewhere; and it will find 
no place in Ireland.” If we can clean up 
the slum problem, build decent houses. 
lessen unemployment, train. our youth in 
honesty, truth and self-restraint, provide 
healthy recreation—dances included (remem- 
bering that people five miles away from our 
tribal kraals were not all headhunters and 
cannibals)—and, above all. kill narrow and 
ignorant prejudice, we shall be creating Com- 
munism’s deadly check—a Christian con- 
science and character. The real menace of 
anti-God philosophies will remain on the 
banks. of the Neva and the Volga. 
As 3 matter of sober fact, much of the 
anti-Communistic agitation in Ireland at 
present is about as useful as a campaign 
against the evils of polygamy in a Trappist 
Mass A real crusade against woolly 
thinking would help our peopie more than the 
customary political “ hostings.” Ignorance 
is the chief enemy of all “peoples, for 
ignorance 1s sin, and sin is the only real evil. 
Light is the foe of ignorance, and a preacher 
in St. Patrick's Cathedral recently, the 
Very Rev. Canon A. E. Hughes, M.A., is to 
be thanked for the gift of more light. Free- 
masonry is misunderstood in Ireland. The 
learned Canon has shown that the Masonic 
Lodge is loyal to the State—that the Irish 
Masonic Grand Lodge was the first to sever 
all fraternal communication with the Agnostic 
Grand Orient Lodge of France. rayers 
were offered for the chief governors of 
Ireland and for the Lord Mayor of Dublin— 
all Catholics, and Masonic belief in God was 
stressed. How many Roman Catholics in 
ireland know that President Roosevelt, a 
33 degree Mason, has received honorary 
degrees from the Catholic University of 
Washington and the Catholic University of 
Notre Dame, not merely because he is United 
States President, but because he (a member 
of the Episcopal Church who reverently 
received Holy Communion on the morning of 
his inauguration) has always been fair and 
friendly towards the Roman Catholic Church 
in America ! 

We Irish can be splendidly loyal to our 
different shrines and yet ever faithful, too, 
to our country and the One God and Father 
of all. 

The writer witnessed an incident in the 
States which may be worth relating. In 
the City of J——, in a Southern State, an 
anti-Catholic lecturer arrived and rented the 
Morocco Temple, the auditorium of the 
Masunic Lodge. When, however, the trustees 
found out the object of his mission and 
something of the subject of his projected 
lecture they at once withdrew permission to 
use the Masonic Hall. Mr. X. was bluntly 
told that he could not have the Temple for 
the purpose of attacking their man 
Catholic fellow-citizens. The Episcopal, the 
Presbyterian and the Baptist Churches also 
refused their parochial halls. Then the 
Roman Catholic pastor wrote to the leading 
city paper and offered Mr. X, the use of 
St. Joseph's Hall, “ provided that his lecture 
would not be an attack on the religious 
beliefs of his Protestant fellow-citizens.”’ 
Mr. X. left town—his lecture remained in his 
brief case.

Smm,—In the two letters which appeared 
in your correspondence columns hast week 
[ over the name of K. C, Cahil) there were 
oblique 1:eferences to the Battle of Jutland. 
From the deliberately vague and ambiguous 
nature of these references one can only 
assume that the writer is presuming upon 
popular ignorance to-convey the impression 
that the engagement resulted in a German 
victory—or at least iv a set-back to the Allied 
cause. 

The word “ battle’ is in itself misleading 
when applied to Jutland, for it is impossible 
to have a battle when one force consistently 
refuses decisive 2ngagement. We have it on 
the best authority—Scheer himself—that 
when the High Seas Fleet left the Jade 
Roads on May 31 its commander had no 
intention of risking decisive action with the 
Grand Fleet. He was following out the 
declared policy of the German High Com- 
mand, which was to detach a part of the 
British force and destroy it. to this end 
Hipper, with a scouting force, was sent to 
DIA fifty miles ahead of the battle 
eet, 

When, about 2.30 p.m., Hipper reported 
the British Battle Cruiser Fleet seemingly 
alone, it must have appeared to Scheer that 
he had gained his en He immediately 


in Spain.” Also an excellent book: “The 
Communist Attack on Great Britain.” 

Now, I concede that we should be entitled 
to imprison Communists, for the Communist 
is the secret agent of a foreign Power, under 
instructions to suborn the army and navy, and 
to prepare civil war. But force is the weapon 
of the lazy.

In conclusion, may I correct a possible 
misinterpretation of a remark I made im 
answer to a question’ It is true that the 
attitude to Catholics is hardening in England 
as a result of the Abyssinian war, but there 
is very little unfairness. I was very glad to 
earn from a leading Protestant in this 
country that the Government has been so 
scrupulously fair in their treatment of Protes- 
tants, for every appointment of a Protestant 
to a good position in this country helps a 
Catholic in England to compete on equal

The second engagement took place 
about 7.15, when Scheer attempted to pass 
astern of the Grand Fleet in order to regain 
his line of retreat. Jellicoe had, however, 
forestalled him, and after seeing the head of 
his lime almost annihilated, Scheer had to 
execute another ‘‘ about turn;’ this time at 
the expense of his battle cruisers. His subse- 
quent escape during the night redounds to 
his credit as a seaman, but a fleet whose 
most successful manceuvre is the retreat is 
not a very potent force in war. 
A detailed analysis of the operation indi- 
cates that Jutland was nothing but a number 
of unsatisfactory skirmishes, but an exam- 
ination of its results reveals it to be one 
the decisive engagements of the war. It 
left the British Fleet in undisputed com-. 
mand of the sea.—Yours, etc.,

UNREST

EMPLOYERS AND 

WORKERS. ORGANISED

(By “ ECONOMIST.’’) 


LITTLE while ago the /Jrish Times 
reminded us that in economic affairs 
“the iron Jaws are still iron.” ‘‘ Ris- 
ing commiodity prices,” the article pointed 
out, ‘‘are, undeniably, one of the primary 
needs of industrial rehabilitation after a pro- 
longed period of depression, but the imme- 
diate corollary of rising prices has not yet 
been so general! — The United 
States’ strikes, the strikes in France, strikes 
in Great Britain, and threats of strikes in 
Saorstat Eireann are all manifestations of the 
activity of economic laws. With increased de- 
mand prices rise; with rising prices living 
costs also rise; and with the rising cost of 
living organised labour becomes restive . . . 
Prosperity thus has its own difficulties, tend- 
ing to illustrate the fact that the laws of 
economics have a potency many people would 
eny. , 
In ba words is summarised the Eat 
in this country at present: strikes, an 
threats of strikes, are usually found when 
trade is good and commercial prospects 
bright.. Securely sheltered behind tariff walls 
the industries of the Free State must, appear 
to their workers as enjoying a position that is 
enviable, and it is, perhaps, natural that the 
workers should endeavour to have their share 
in the prosperity. 


Results of Industry 


_Every move made by the workers on one 
side, or. by the employers on the other, is an 
effort to divert the results of industry in a 
direction favourable to either side. When 
soir; is Muire w"- be the move by the 
workers for a larger share in the proceeds ; 
and when the slump period arrives the eni- 
ployer will endeavour to reduce his costs by 
taking something from the worker. The 
whole business is haphazard, and quite un- 
worthy of an age which age itself upon the 
efficiency of its organisation, the commonsense 
of both employers and employés and the will 
towards economic justice in the social system. 

This industrial warfare ‘may have been 
justified in the past; in those long ages in 
which neither worker nor employer was in 
effective collaboration with his fellows. How 
can if be justified now, when worker and 
employer are both organised into solidly com- 
pact masses, facing each other from fortified 
pcsitions that resemble nothing so much as 
the entrenchments of attritional wurfare 
The old sectional industrial warfare has gone 
for ever, and in its stead we have somet ing 
that spreads devastation, not only among 
workers and employers alike, but among the 
mnocent and helpless,members of the com- 
munity. The transport system of Dublin was 
completely paralysed for a long period; the 
city was without newspapers for many weeks ; 
ethe sugar supply seemed in jeopardy only a 
short time ago, and more recently still Dub- 
lin’s public lighting seemed as if it, too, 
might be interrupted. All these were matters 
which concerned the whole community vitally, 
yet they were all discussed as if they were 
the business of the workers and employers 
immediately affected. 


Need for Peace 


_ There is no reason to doubt that the suffer- 
ing community in all these cases heartily 
prayed for “a plague on both your houses,” 
nad most ardently desired an immediate re- 
turn to industrial peace and a resumption of 
the services upon which it had come to rely. 
While this is so. it has also to be recognised 
that anything like perpetual peace in industry 
is unattamable "á we resent conditions, In 
the course of an address to the Drogheda 
Chamber of Commerce some weeks ago the 
President, Mr. W. H. Jordan, referred te 
this. ‘It is certain,” he said, “ that so long 
as the world endures disputes will arise in 
every walk of life, but it is a melancholy 
reflection that civilised nations have made 
provision for the settlement of disputes of 
practically every nature and description save 
those which are continually amsing between 
employers and employés. When we think 
of the appalling total, of unnecessary suffer- 
ing and loss to workers and their dependents 
caused by the forcible stoppages of work. 
and of the dislocation of industry due to 
those strikes and lock-outs within, say, the 
past twenty years, we have surely to wonder 
that no attempt—or, at all events, no 
serious attempt—has yet been made by 
legislators to put an end to such drastic ana 
violent methods.” 

in so far as he believes the legisiaters of 
the world to have ignored industrial warfare 
Mr. Jordan is misinformed. If he will consult 
the large volume of over 700 pages issued by 
the International Labour Office in 1933 he 
will discover that, so far as the legislators are 
concerned, they have been extremely busy 
upon the problem of industrial peace. It is 

sible, however, that what Mr. Jordan had 
in mind was the legislature of the Free State 
and a particular form of legislation. 


Ministerial Criticism 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
Mr. Sean Lemass, seems inclined to place the 
major portion of the responsibility for 
industrial. unrest upon organised labour. 
Speaking in University College, Dublin, on 
22nd February last, Mr. Lemass said: “' ‘I'he 
standard of remuneration of workers was the 
aspect of our industrial organisation that 
comes most frequently to the public notice 
in the form of strikes and lock-outs, which 
frequently involved great public inconvenience 
and occasionally grave hardship. He believed 
that in present circumstances it was far better 
that the rates of wages in industry should 
be regulated by freely negotiated agreoments 
between trade unions and organisations of 
employers than by other methods. ‘That 
method has, however, not proved very satis- 
factory or effective in this country in recent 
years, due to a variety of causes, only one of 
which 1 propose to refer to, and that is the 
disorganisation that exists, or appears to 
exist, within the trade union movement. ‘There 
are too many trade unions. and frequently too 
many umions catering for the same class of 
worker and um in vigorously competing 
with one another for prestige and membership. 
The result is not merely a weakness in trade 
unionism, bu! it leads also to difficulty in 
securing settlement of industrial disputes by 
ee. sometimes to mang geese strikes, 
and always to a prolongation of strikes when 
they occur, and whenever mere than one union 
ie interested.”’ 

While it is true that competition for 
prestige, overlapping. redundancy, and other 
weaknesses may he discerned readily enough 
in the organisation of workers, they are rarely 
the primary cause of industrial disputes. 


Wages and Hours 


Study of the published: statistics relating 
to industrial disputes in this country and in 
Great Britain, where the legal basis of in- 
dustry is fundamentally the same, shows that 
by far the largest proportion of disputes is 
concerned with wages and hours of labour, 
This, as Professor Henry Clay has pointed 
out, means ‘‘ that the settlement of the wages 
element in the problem involves some adjust- 
ment of rates and earnings te the general 
movement of prices and production, to profits, 
and: to the customary expenditure of the 
wage-earners.”” In a transition period, such 
as is the present in the Free » all the 
factors—prices, profits. output, marketing 
methods, traditional spheres of employment, 
and living standard of tho worker are 
all in a state of Aux: and it is in just such 
a period that demands for re-adjustment are 
most numerous. Any excessive divergence 

; or @isparity in conditions. in 
different industries em the ‘ 
similar, grades of labour at once provokes 
discon “ tent, and leads to a demand “for recti- 

ion. 

What is not so generally, or so éasily 
recognised is that the capacity of any parti- 
cular industry, or factory, to pay certain 
wage rates or to conform to certain standard 
conditions of labour, is affected by the rates 
and conditions prevailing in other industries 
upon which they may be dependent. Again, 
there are important ibilities of difference 
in the methods of calculating wages or 
earnings, which candaot be reduced to any 
general rule, hecause: the method most suit- 
able to one industry will be utterly unsuited 
to another. As the conditions are constantly 
changing, the business of adjustment must 
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be continuous; it is a permanent feature of 
industry, and in consequence might be ex-

Discipline and Control 


There is at present in Ireland no funda 


mental dispute about the necessity for dis- 
cipline and control in industry. It is recog- 


nised by trade unions and ng ee alike, 
that discipline, or some other method of co- 


ordination of effort, is a necessity in industry, 


The efforts of masses of operatives are use- 
less unless they are uirected and organised 
to the common end of production. Yet 
questions of discipline and control, affectjng 
either individuals or groups, figure promin- 
ently amongst the causes of industrial dis- 

tes. This matter of control and discipline 
involves several potential causes of trouble. 
It involves the exercise and delegation of 
authority; and authority is liable to be 
abused by officials and foremen. It involves 
the.allocation of work, and that may mean 
the request to a carpenter to punch a small 
hole in a brick wall. Disciplinary action by 


officials, and the demarcation of jobs, lead to 


greater trouble and friction in industry than 
will ever be realised by the outside public: 
it is not every such dispute that ends in a 


strike or a lock-out. 


“The employer's problem,” says Professor 
Henry Clay, ‘is no longer:the adjustment of 
relations with unorganised individuals who 
will submit to inspection and interference in 
their private life outside the ye # still

The Animated Text-Book : Educational Work Too Costly : 
Dublin’s Cinema Programmes 


NE of the essentials of good citizen- 
ship is a keen awareness of the 
many sides that civic life presents. How 
dificult may be the cultivation of that 
awareness is known to everyone whose 
interest in civics has gone haven the 
elemgentary phase. It is possible to gain 
a fair insight into civic affairs by watch- 
ing the municipal mechanism at work, by 
special visitations to its various depart- 
ments and dépéts, and by a continuous 
study of reports and discussions. The 
trouble about all this study is that the 
thing studied is likely to have changed 
before a record of it is put upon paper. 
That has always been the trouble of the 
student of politics, economics, and social 
development: the thing studied has ceased 
to be typical before it is studied, The 
material for civic study is obtainable in 
ponderous volumes and boring speeches ;

Immediate Study 


The day of the long-winded written 
report, complete with a tremendous dis- 
play of statistics, is over. 
instead of long-winded examination ol 
witnesses and subsequent publication of a 
volume of evidence, there will be a round 
of visits by a good cinematographer, and 
the pictures will tell all that is needed to 
be known. In this way the “ time-lag’’ 
between the specification of the thing to be 
studied and the publication of the actual 
results will be reduced from years to 
weeks, from months to days. There is no 
reason why every citizen, and more espe- 
cially every young citizen at school, 
should not be familiarised with the 
mechanics of the community in which he 
lives. How the State functions might be 
displayed in a series of films of absorbing 
interest; and in every city and county 
there should be displayed a film showing 
the working of all the local institutions. 
When the people of the Free State saw 
the progress of their community in ‘‘ The 
March of Time” film they had an indica- 
tion of what might be done. 


Who Pays for Educational Films? 


Something of the scope of the cinema 
in civic education was suggested by Mr. 
John Grierson in an address in Man- 
chester last week. His great point was 
that the film can be used to stimulate the 
civic sense, and those who know his own 
splendidly-directed ‘‘documentary’’ and 
factual films are aware how familiar facts 
and objects take on fresh and fuller 
significance under his camera. The 
responsibility for providing such films, 
he said, rested, not upon the commercial 
film producers, but upon the Government 
departments, the civic authorities, and 
the controllers of great industries. He 
said the commercial films manufacturers 
had spent over two hundred thousand 
pounds in making educational films, but 
there was nothing in these films for the 
entertainment caterers. It was unlikely. 
therefore, that the film industry would 
continue to spend money on such films; 
and, in any event, the educational film 
ought not to be regarded as a responsi- 
bility of the entertainment film business. 
The film is, in this respect, superior to 
the radio. 


The Other's Job 


Films will spread a knowledge of the 
other man’s job and an idea of how it 
contributes to the general comfort. As a 
contribution to civics such films are ex- 
ceedingly valuable for the young and of 
interest to the seniors, but they are not 
accepted kindly by the average commercia! 
cinema, which, rightly or wrongly, con- 
siders military pageantry of higher enter- 
tainment value than the most revealing 
glimpses of the risks and efforts of civilian 
life. The glimpse of the coal-mining 
industry given in “ Kameradschaft”’ did 
not appeal to Dublin audiences; they 
demanded something more ‘‘ romantic’’ 
and “less sordid.’’ It is clearly time for 
our cities and counties, our Government 
departments, and our industries to take 
a hand in providing the animated text- 
books which will reveal the working of the 
community to the individuals who compose 
it. The Dublin Corporation might make 
a beginning by showing the citizens what 
is done with the rates they pay, and how 
the civic services are organised and main- 
tained, A film showing the growth of the 
city would also be of the utmost educa-

The Coronation 


A fortnight hence King George VI. will 
be crowned in Westminster Abbey. No 
public event in Europe since the corona- 
tion of Edward VII. has aroused so much 
general interest throughout the world ; 
even the Jubilee of George V. will be over- 
shadowed by the ceremonies of May 12th, 
and it is expected that London will be 
thronged to overflowing by visitors from 
all parts of the globe. Since the Great 
War the world has tended to become 
drabber and drabber. Efficiency has taken 
the place of romance, and the struggle for 
existence has become so intense that men. 
and women no longer have much time for 
things that brightened the lives of their 
grandparents. England is the only 
country left in Europe that pays any 
attention to traditional ceremonial. Her 
monarchy is thoroughly democratic—more 
so, indeed, than almost any other 
monarchy in existence, with the possible 
exception of that of Sweden; yet there is 
a glamour attached to the English Crown 
that is unique. Continuity of tradition 
has given the throne of George VI. a place 
in the popular mind and the popular heart 
that elsewhere is unknown, and, however 
much the modern citizen may smile at the 
pomp and circumstance of London’s 
ancient ritual—just as he may smile at 
the Lord Mayor’s Show—he has a real 
respect and affection for it which no 
amount of ‘‘ enlightenment ” can destroy. 
Such things lend colour to the humdrum 
life of the nation. They may be useless, 
from the severely practical point of view— 
although we should imagine that the shop- 
keepers of London hardly would agree that 
they are useless—but they create an 
atmosphere of dignity and romance in 
which the humblest as well as the loftiest 
citizen can take pride. Judged by the 
standards of half a century ago, we all 
are republicgns, just as we all are 
Socialists, today. Queen Victoria would 
have been shocked beyond measure if she 
could have seen her great-grandson, now 
King of England, making merry with a 
crowd of working boys in one of his famous 
camps, just as Disraeli would have 
despaired of the Conservative Party if he 
could have heard some of Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin. speeches. Nevertheless, the 
Coronation will be just as pompous a | 
traditional! as that of Queen Victoria hev- 
self; the ceremony has not changed in 
essentials since the days of Edward II.— 
in some respects, indeed, it can be traced 
back to Saxon times, and the history of 
a thousand years will be unfolded when 
the young King is anointed by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury next month. The 
Coronation that is about to take place will 
differ from all others in one thing. King 
George will be the first King to be crowned 
as King not only of England and her 
Empire, but also as King of every one of 
the Dominions, as it were, in its own right. 
The whole concept of kingship in the 
British Commonwealth has been changed 
within the last eleven years—since the 
Imperial Conference of 1926—and there 
is a tragic irony in the fact that the 
Dominion which more than any other has 
been responsible for this change is taking 
no effective part in the Coronation 
ceremonies. Saorstdt EKireann remains 
sulkily aloof, although Presidentde Valera 
expressly has “ recognised ” His Majesty 
for purposes of external association. Why 
will he persist in what has been described 
as a policy of negative rudeness? Nothing 
can be gained, while much may be lost. 
Even the Emperor of Japan has sent his 
brother to represent him at next month's 
ceremonies. Will President de Valera send 
anybody at all? Does the fact that 
thousands of Free State citizens have 
applied for seats along the route suggest 
nothing to his mind? 


Pressure on M. Blum 


A Paris newspaper attributes to M. Blum 
a complaint, which he is alleged to have 
made to his colleagues in the Cabinet, that 
“The demands of his supporters have 
rendered the burden of power intolerable 
‘to him.” In M. Blum the scholar has 
déscended from his Ivory Tower, and has 


| discovered, as Anatole France discovered 


forty years ago, that the dust of political 
battle tends to obscure knowledge, convic- 
tions and principles. When M. Blum 
became Prime Minister of France less than 
| a year ago, he was full of the best inten- 
tions ; he was the Radical in a hurry, the 
reformer for whom the social mechanism 
performed all too slowly. He would in- 
crease wages, reduce the cost of living, 
improve the conditions of labour and 
shorten the working week to forty hours, 
and would nationalise finance and 
munitions factories. With astonishing 
rapidity he got to work on all these 
problems, and within a few months 
actually had performed several of the 
feats he had undertaken in electioneering 
promises, The Bank of France was brought 
at once under direct control, and an 
Exchange Equalisation Fund, on. the 
British model, was set in operation under 
the control of a distinguished economist 
and financier, M. Rist. Then armaments 
works were tackled, and soon the famous 
firm of Creusot passed under the control of 
the Ministry for War. Such rapid working, 
however, was not quite to the liking of 
the extreme supporters of the Govern- 
ment; the work was all to the good, 
but it was not exactly what they wanted at 
the time. What working-class supporters 
of the Government desired, and especi- 
ally that section of the organised 
working-class in France which is amenable 
to the Confédération Générale du Travail, 
the C.G.T., was that prices of necessaries 
of life should be brought down, that wages 
should be increased, and that the forty- 
hour week should be imposed upon the 
employers, In their impatience to secure 
these desirable things the workers resorted 
t-down - and “ stay-in ”

 twction he - washustled: into ill-conceived | 

One of these is the five-day week—forty 
hours’ work spread over five working days 
instead of six. By this scheme there were 
to be two whole days free in every week, but 
unexpected opposition to this apparently 
very desirable gift has suddenly come 
from the Shop Assistants’ Union in Paris. 
The great department stores of Paris 
stubbornly opposed this measure, and 
their opposition seems ‘to have borne 
unexpected fruit. Yesterday many of the 
stores were open, and under strong police 
guards conducted ‘‘ business as usual.” 
The Assistants’ Union in a statement 
declares that the stores will open on 
Mondays, as their staffs do not work more 
than forty hours in any week.’ The point 
of M. Blum’s legislation was that the 
forty hours had to be worked in five days; 
but whether that rigidity of the Inter- 
national Labour Convention should apply 
to retail distributive business has not yet 
been adequately discussed. When the 
factory worker and his wife, in France

Paris is for moment 
spectacular, but lurk 
behind. In the metal industry the 
workers, who are affiliated to the C.G.T., 

demand not only a sliding wage scale, but 
the right to exercise control over the recruit 

ment of new labour. According to the em- 
ployers, this means that only members of 
the C.G.T. may be employed. In the build. 
ing industry, in which trouble has caused 
delay in the erection of the pavilions for 
the Paris Exhibition, the employers are 
calling vigorously for a ‘‘restoration of 
discipline,’’ which has been particularly 
lax in recent weeks. On top of all this 
there is a threat in the hotels and catering 
business, which, if it should materialise, 
will imperil the success of the Exhibi- 
tion and turn away tourists from 
France. These workers demand a thirty 
per cent. increase in wages, a shorter 
working week, and the abolition of the 
tipping system. No wonder that poor M. 
Blum should ask to be saved from his 
friends. 

If his troubles at home are grievous, 
those which M. Blum must encounter 
abroad may prove to be the last straw 
which will break the back of his 
administration. All these industrial 
troubles are having a most depressing effect 
upon the Bourse, so that the franc almost 
reached its lowest legal limit last week. 
The foreign trade position also is showing 
signs of weakness, with a greatly increased 
adverse trade balance. In the face of all 
this it is not at all improbable that M. 
Rist may decide to leave the difficult post 
which he has in control of the Exchange 
Equalisation Fund. It is said in Paris 
that M. Rist complains bitterly that the 
assurances which he received of financial 
assistance from the Government have not 
been kept. If he leaves after only a 
month’s trial his resignation may be the 
final thrust which will bring down M. 
Blum’s Government. On the other hand, 
the leader of the C.G.T. demands a com- 
pulsory loan of one hundred million 
pounds for a great scheme of public works 
in relief of unemployment, and a scheme 
ot old age pensions which is estimated to 
cost about thirty million pounds annually. 
The financial situation is such that Franco 
cannot afford any additional expenditure. 
and the Finance Minister, M. Vincent- 
Auriol, hai-declared categorically that no 
further loans can be issued this year. ‘The 
trade position of France is so unsatis- 
factory that its reaction upon the national 
finances may be speedy and decisive. This 
trade position, however, is decided by the 
policy which M. Blum’s Government has 
been compelled by circumstances to adopt. 
His chief difficulty is in reconciling the 
demands of his Radical and his Com- 
munist supporting wings. . The tension 
between these extremes becomes stronger 
every day in consequence of the difficulties 
experiencd in applying the five-day week, 
the serious decline in industrial produc- 
tion, the delay in the erection of the Paris 
Exhibition buildings, the continuation of 
‘stay-in’’ and other strikes, and the 
repudiation of the awards of the Statutory 
arbitrators. With all these troubles thick 
upon him M. Blum’s position is unen

Open Confession 


Of al countries in the world, Soviet 
Russia might seem to provide the least 
favourable background for anything in the 
nature of a revivalist movement. Yet in 
the remarkable wave of voluntary con- 
fession which has touched the under- 
world in every part of the Union there 
are certain features which will not be 
unfamiliar to students of such things 
nearer home. From all directions, it 
appears, great numbers of pickpockets, 
burglars, and confidence tricksters are 
converging upon the offices of the public 
prosecutor at Moscow. The first detach: 
ment caused no little surprise by asking 
to be shown to the criminals’ entrance, 
but the throng is now regulated in orderly 
queves. Many thousands are said to have 
participated already in this pilgrimage 
of remorse, and, while their degrees of. 
turpitude vary from petty larceny to 
grave offences against the State, all have 
in common a burning desire to confess 
even if they have to wait all day. Male- 
factors who feel unable to appear in 
person have confessed by -letter. A 
typ’cal case in which justice already has 
been done is that of a burglar who 
escaped from prison and, by means of 
forged documents, contrived to secure a 
post as a teacher of geography. Con- 
science, however, quickly imposed upon 
him a terrible punishment; for, on every 
‘occasion when he was obliged to refer his 
pupils to the names of a large town, he 
recalled with horror the cribs which he 
had cracked there. He has been sent to 
a labour camp. The comparative leniency 
accorded to the defendants who confessed 
at the recent State trials is, no doubt, 
responsible in. part for this desire to 
purge guilt, but the Soviet authorities 
attribute it wholly to the moral effect of 
the new constitution, and the newspapers 
have surpassed themselves in platitudes 
upon the uplifting atmosphere of a 
country which guarantees the right to 
honest toil and renders criminal activities 
/unnecessary. If they are right, a new 
interest attaches to the Constitution which. 
we in the Free State expect from day to 


day. When it is published—and a proper 
intefval has elapsed to allow for its trans- 
lation into the only language which ninety 
per cent, of the people understands—the 
Minister for Justice should be prepared 
for queues in Merrion street.

Jobs for Women 


The question of ‘‘ jobs for women” 
was supposed to have been settled 
approximately twenty years ago; but it is 
still a bone of contention. We ourselves 
are reluctant to express an opinion on 
the subject, even while we retain the 
private, if old-fashioned, view that 
marriage is still the best career, and that 
women ought not to be allowed to deprive 
men of jobs. Nevertheless, there are 
certain -positions which women are more 
competent than men to occupy. Miss J. 
E. Higson, of London, mentioned some of 
them in the course of an address at 
Alexandra College, Dublin, on Saturday. 
The extension of social services, both 
here and across the Channel, offers a 
number of occupations, both salaried and 
voluntary~-occupations which, in the 
lecturer's words, demand ‘** intense 
sympathy and understanding, but not 
sentimentality ; sturdy, clear-thinking and 
efficient help.” To add to the examples 
quoted, it is not impossible that women 
will play an important part in the re 
housing of Dublin’s poor. The Corpora- 
tion seems to have committed itself—very 
unwisely—to the erection of a certain 
number of tenement flats. Yet disquiet- 
ing rumours have been heard about some 
of the flats already built. It is said that 
the old, degrading habits of the slums 
have been quick to reassert themselves in 
the new environment; that many of the 
new flats already show signs of rapid de- 
generation to the level of the old tene- 
ments ; that the occupants are making no 
effort to keep them clean; that they use 
the baths as coal-cellars and the coal- 
cellars as spare bedrooms, Manifestly, the 
new housing schemes call for strict super- 
vision, and the experience of other 
countries suggests that women are best 
fitted for this task. The Octavia Hill 
system of ‘supervision, which has been 
tried in various parts of England, is said 
to have shown excellent results, and may 
solve our own problem in Ireland, notably 
in the case of flats, but also, though to a 
less degree, in the case of cottage dwell- 
ings. Here will be an opening for in- 
telligent women, possessing taste and a 
sense of responsibility. We hope that 
they will be available when the time for 
their employment comes.

It is said that he is ex- 
tremely anxious to go to Berlin to be 
received by Herr Hitler, and to discuss 
important points of policy. and should he 
do this he will break a self-imposed re- 
solution not to leave Italian soil.
